Sanitary  CircuKstancgs  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  sup;.;lies  call  for  no  conicjent  except 
that  as  a war  measure  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
various  Water  Companies  in  the  district  to  interconnect 
their  supplies  as  far  as  local  circumstances  permit ^ so 
that  an  alternative  supply  will  be  available  in  the  event 
of  damage  to  mains . 

Provision  has  also  been  made  for  chlorination 
of  the  supplies  in  order  to  overcome  any  pollution  which 
might  arise  from  air  attack  and  damage  to  reservoij-s,  mains 
and  sewers. 

Drainage,  Sev/erage  and  Sc  avenging' . 

(a)  Burnham  Main  Drainage  Schem.e.  Work  commenced 
on  this  scheme  in  February  and  p^^'cjvides  for  the  main 
drainage  of  Hitcham  Newtown^  Station  Estate,  Bath  Koad  and 
Wyers  Wood  Estate.  The  total  length  of  the  extensions  is 
some  5>484  yards.  The  scheme  also  includes  renovations 
and  additions  to  the  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  at  Burnham. 

The  schem.e  was  nearing  corapletion  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  but  ov;ing  to  the  waterlogged  condition  of  the 
subsoil,  difficulty  v;as  experienced  in  sinking  the  Cast 
Iron  Pum.ping  Chamber.  This  vn.s  eventually  overcome  by 
emploj^ing  a diver  to  fix  the  bottom  plates  27  feet  below 
ground  and  20  feet  below  water  level.  The  total  cost  of  the 
scheme  amounted  to  some  £2T,800. 

(b)  Extension  of  Sutton  Avenue  Sewer^.  In  conjunction 
with  the  Borough  of  Slough  a hew  sewer  has  been  laid  in 
Sutton  Road,  Colnbrook. 


Scavenging  arrangements  remain  unchanged,  except 
that  ‘'Chlorinatcrs''  referred  to  in  my  report  for  I958  have 
been  fitted  to  the  exhausters  used  in  the  Wraysbury  and 
Datchet  scheme  and  in  Iver,  Wexhsm  and  Fulmer.

During  1939  Council  Rehousing  Schemes  were  completed 
in  the  following  Parishes,  and  the  following  figures  give  the 
number  of  houses  constructed  on  each  site  and  the  number  of 
persons  occupying  the  new  houses. 


Gerrards  Cross . Gaviots  Green  - 28  houses  - 
91  persons . (Three  houses  v^ere  used  for  the  rehousing 
of  persons  displaced  from  Clearance  Areas;  the  remaining 
25  houses  V7ere  allocated  to  Council  House  applicants. 

Denham . Priory  Close  - 72  houses  - 293  persons. 

(16  houses  were  used  for  the  rehousing  of  persons 
displaced  from  Clecxranco  Areas;  I9  houses  for  the 
rehousing  of  persons  displaced  from  individually  unfit 
houses;  4 houses  vjere  allocated  to  abate  overcrov^rding; 
the  remaining  pd  houses  were  given  to  Council  house 
applicants .

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SECTION  F. 


HEALTH  OF  THE  DISTRICT  - 

Evacuation  and  Infectious  Diseasc-js. 

The  period  of  this  report  embraces  the  first 
four  months  of  the  v;ar,  and  a study  of  the  Vital  Statistics 
detailed  in  Pages  1-2  and  of  the  tables  in  this  Section 
giving  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseasoi?  YJill  show  that 
despite  the  very  considerable  and  sudden  increase  in 
population,  the  health  of  the  District  has  remained 
particularly  good. 

In  September,  o^ist  under  5^000  official  evacuees 
(adults  and  children) , together  with  a largo  number  of 
business  houses  with  their  staffs  and  liilitary  personnel 
came  into  the  district.  The  census  of  September  1959  for 
National  Registration  revealed  the  population  to  be  40,615, 
an  increase  of  some  7^500  over  the  Registrar  General’s 
Estimate  of  June  1959*  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
population  had  decreased  slightly  to  58^200,  due  no  doubt 
to  the  freedom  of  London  from  air  attack.  But  at  the  time 
of  v/riting  (October  1940),  the  population  is  estimated  to 
be  in  the  region  of  60,000  - the  greater  part  of  tVie 
increase  having  taken  place  in  the  last  three  m^onths,  since 
the  intense  aerial  bombardment  of  London  began. 

It  was  anticipated  that  the  incidence  of 
Infectious  Diseases  - especially  Diphtheria  - would  show 
an  increase,  owing  to  the  sudden  influx  of  children  from 
the  crowded  London  area  into  a rural  district  in  v;hich  the 
children  had  previously  been  comparatively  free  from 
Infectious  Diseases,  but  the  total  cases  of  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  vias  only  11  and  54  respectively,  which 
compares  very  favourably  vjith  the  incidence  of  these 
diseases  some  10  years  ago.  In  the  y<iars  1929>  1950  and 
1951^  TBe  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  55 ^ 6l  and  58  - 
the  corresponding  figures  for  Scarlet  Fever  being  75 > 6l 
and  116, 

However,  with  the  progress  of  the  war  and  the 
unavoidable  mental  and  physical  strain  placed  upon  the 
ever  increasing  popuJation  of  the  area,  one  must  anticipate 
an  increase  in  Infectious  Diseases  of  all  kinds.  It  will 
therefore  be  readily  appreciated  that  there  is  a gro^^ang 
burden  and  responsibility  placed  upon  the  Health  Services 
in  order  to  maintain  that  satisfactory  state  of  health 
which  is  vital  to  the  vjar  effort. 


In  order  to  provide  additional  accommodation 
for  Infectious  Diseases  and  a Sick  Bay  for  evacuees 
suffering  from  Minor  Ailments,  the  following  arrangements 
have  been  made:- 


1.  Infectious  Diseases. 

39  additional  beds  for  the  use  of  the  Rural 
District  and  the  Borough  of  Slough  and  the  Urban  District 
of  Eton  v/ere  provided  by  the  Plton  Joint  Hospital  Board,  as 
follows 

(a)  16  beds  at  the  Board’s  Isol-'-'tion  Hospital 
at  Cippenham;  by  using  the  day  Nurses’  quarters  as 
Wards  and  housing  the  nurses  in  villas  adjoining  the 
hospital  - (brought  into  use  on  November  15th.) 

(b)  25  beds  at  Burnham  at  the  former  Infants’ 
Convalescent  Home  - (opened  January  15th.  1940.) 
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2 . Accommodation  for  Minor  Ailnerits  . 

26  beds  at  Fulmer  Rise  in  the  lit  on  Rural 

District .
